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Senate To Investigate Dodd Finances 


WÀSHINGTON (AP) - The 
Senate ethics committee, reject* 
ing arguments by Sen. Thomas 
J. Dodd, has t decided to hold 
public hearings into the Connec­ 
ticut Democrat's financial af- 
iairs. 


Dodd’s chief counsel, John 
Sonnett, contended Monday at a 
closed committee session that 
the Senate is not empowered to 
investigate the senator’s finan­ 
cial activities. 


After a meeting of nearly four 
hours, the committee issued a 
statement 
saying that 
after 
carefully considering that con­ 
tention, it decided it does have 
jurisdiction. 


Staff investigators have spent 
months on th» probe and have 
examined subpoenaed financial 
records. 


The bipartisan committee, in 
a statement issued by Chairman 
John Stennis, D-Miss., and Vice 


Chairman Wallace F. Bennett, 
H-Utah, said it had ordered pub­ 
lic hearings to be held “'as soon 
as practicable.” 


Stennis and Bennett said the 
financial matters under inves- 
tigation. 
as 
previously 
an* 
nounced, include the receipt and 
use by Dodd, or persons or com­ 
mittees acting for him. of cam­ 
paign funds raised between 1961 
and 1965. 


They also said the inquiry in­ 


volves Senate payment of travel4 
expenses to Dodd and "the pro­ 
priety of Sen. Dodd’s accept­ 
ance and use of automobiles 
loaned by a Connecticut con­ 
tractor.” 


Columnists Drew Pearson and 
Jack Anderson, in a series of 
articles 
making 
misconduct 
charges against Dodd, charged 
he had diverted upwards of 
$100,000 in campaign funds to 
his personal use without report­ 


ing the money as taxable in­ 
come. 


Associates of the senator have 
described funds raised at testi­ 
monial dinners as tax-free gifts. 


The ethics committee, created 
in the wake of the Senate probe 
of the Bobby Baker case, set no 
date for its hearings. 


Dodd has denied the charges 
by Pearson and Anderson and 
has tiled a $2 million libel suit 
against the columnists.

‘We’re On Fire, Get Us Out/ 
Doomed Astronauts Scream 


NEW YORK i AP) - The New 
York Times said today that the 
last words heard from the three 
Apollo 1 astronauts who were 
killed last Friday were: “We’re 
on fire! Get us out of here!" 


The shrill voice was believed 
to be that of Navy Lt. Cmdr. 
Roger B. Chaffee, the Times 
•aid in a dispatch from Cape 
Kennedy, Fla. 


It was previously reported by 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration that the 
last words, from an unidentified 
voice, were: “Fire in the space- 
rraft!” 


The Times' story gave this 
iceount: 


Hie astronauts' last moments, 
clocked at 12 seconds, were de- 
icribed by an engineer who 
spent most of the day listening 
to tape recordings of the fatal 
teat and who heard reports from 
man on the launching pad at the 
time of the tragedy. 


Commander Chaffee and the 
other crewmen, Lt. Cols. Virgil 
I. Grissom and Edward H. 
White II of the Air Force were 
scrambling, clawing and pound­ 
ing to open the sealed hatch and 
escape the inferno in their Apol­ 


lo cockpit, the source said. 


But the hatch was unyielding, 
he said, and they had no time to 
reach for the ratchet that is nor­ 
mally used to unscrew it. There 
was no automatic release but­ 
ton. 


The first hint of trouble, ac­ 
cording to the source, came in 
almost casual tones. 


“Fire . . . I smell fire,” an 
unidentified astronaut reported 
over the intercom. 


Two seconds passed. 
“Fire in the cockpit!” cried 
Col. White. This time the voice 
was sharp and insistent. It was 
identified as Col. White’s by 


* Donald K. Slayton, a former as­ 
tronaut and now chief of crew 
operations. 


There was silence for three 
seconds — then a hysterical 
shout from an unidentified as­ 
tronaut: 


'There’s a bad fire in the 
spacecraft!” 


A longer silence 
followed, 
about .seven seconds. 
There 
were sounds of frantic move­ 
ment, 
unintelligible 
shouting. 
Finally, after another four sec­ 
onds, Commander Chaffee cried 
out the last words of distress: 
“We’re on fire! Get us out of 
here!”

Initial reports said the inside 
of the pressure chamber was 
completely charred, as was the 
Apollo craft at Cape Kennedy.

The spokesman said the air­ 
men were in the chamber to 
monitor and tend to the rabbits, 
which were the subject of the 
study. 


The atmosphere chamber is a 
large rectangle with part glass 
on one side and with double at­ 
mosphere locks, so that a per­ 
son can go into a tiny room, 
close the door and then open 
another to step into the main 
chamber to prevent pressure 
dropping.

U.P. Told To Shift To 
Varied Visitor Appeal 


ISHPEMING 
(AP) -- Re-4 
searchers told Upper Michigan 
today to start a revolution in its 
tourist business by building en­ 
tertainment centers 
to turn 
some “roughing - it” country in­ 
to vacationland. 


These centers could take ad­ 
vantage of — and not spoil — 
the area’s natural beauty, they 
said. 


Prof. Henry B a r b o u r of 
Michigan State University was 
to report to a . meeting of indus­ 
try, recreational and communi­ 
ty leaders on findings from a 
two - year study of the area’s 
tourism and recreation indus­ 
try. 


“The trend has been toward 
the vacation shopping c e n t e r 
concept,” was one finding. 


“Even those who enjoy the 
natural beauties of the wild­ 
lands indicate a desire for more 
urban entertainment,” said a 
92 - page report by Uel Blank 
and Clare A. Gunn of MSU. 


They suggested development 
of attractions clusters and sup­ 
porting services — such as res­ 
taurants and gasoline stations— 
“in a manner which enhances 
the valuable natural and man- 
made resource assets.” 


Cluster Ceneept 


The clusters might offer ev­ 
erything from ice c r e a m to 
gourmet dinners, from nature 
hikes to bowling, they said. 


Their report proposed ways 
to 
build 
tourist 
attractions 
around mining areas, lumber­ 
ing towns, Indian villages and 
other historic or scenic sites. 


A lumber camp could enter­ 
tain visitors with an operating 
sawmill, a rivet drive of float­ 
ing logs, log - rolling contests, 
trips on a lumber schooner and 
entertainment at reconstructed 
bars from the lumberjack era, 
Gunn and Blank suggested. 


The university, the U p p e r 


Peninsula Committee on Area+ 
Progress and the Economic De­ 
velopment 
Administration 
fi­ 
nanced the two - year study, 
which calls for immediate ac­ 
tion. 


Hannah Is Keynoter 


MSU President John Hannah 
was to deliver the keynote ad­ 
dress at today’s conference on 
the study report. 


Blank and Gunn said nature 
lovers have argued against de­ 
velopment of the area, fearing 
its unique charm and beauty 
might be spoiled. 


But, they said, "proper devel­ 
opment and expansion of t h e 
right locations can actually re­ 
duce the development pressure 
u p o n extensive recreational 
lands." 


The two urged that penetra­ 
tion of interior wild lands be 
handled carefully since “Collec­ 
tions of multicolored trailers, 
tents and drying laundry are 
not necessarily compatible with 
lake-forest scenery.” 


Beat Duality 
They suggested centers offer­ 
ing exhibits and lectures to pro* 
vide visitors with the best pos­ 
sible understanding of natural 
surroundings. 


“When the Upper Peninsula 
makes greater use of its recre­ 
ational resources, raises Its 
quality of offerings, maintains 
sensitivity to its unique features 
and solidifies Its approach, a 
revolution in tourism econom­ 
ics and visitors tatirfaction will 
take place,” they reported.

Original Code 
To Curb Deaths 
Is Toned Down 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Commerce Department publish­ 
es today long-awaited safety 
standards for 1968 model cars 
that reportedly have been toned 
down from original proposals 
that 
brought 
industry 
com­ 
plaints. 


Hie standards, together with 
safety programs to be devel­ 
oped by the states with federal 
help, are designed to reduce the 
50,0004-year death toll on the 
nation’s highways. 


Although officials declined to 
say anything 
about 
specific 
standards, one source 
said, 
“They won’t be too severe.” 
They must be published by mid­ 
night. 


An official said any softening 
of the original 23 proposals an­ 
nounced in early December is 
not a retreat. '"The earlier pro­ 
posals were merely starting 
points, talking points," he said. 


Conference Today 


The department scheduled a 
mid-afternoon news conference 
to outline the proposals. They 
can be expected to include sev­ 
en standards the domestic in­ 
dustry has said it could meet 
immediately and possibly some 
sort of regulation on an energy- 
absorbing steering column fa­ 
vored by Dr. William Haddon 
Jr., the national highway safety 
administrator. 


The 
installation 
deadline 
could be extended on other 
standards which the industry 
has said it can't meet immedi­ 
ately. Others might be modified 
but perhaps not as far as the 
industry wants. The department 
has said it would be impractical 
to publish standards which the 
industry is incapable of meet­ 
ing. 


The industry will have 31 days 
to comment on the standards. 


Ford,and General Motors pre­ 
viously said they could meet 
immediately 10 of the original 
proposals. 
American 
Motors 
said it could comply with 10 al­ 
most 
immediately. 
Chrysler 
said it could meet eight immedi­ 
ately.

mojsly oppose three pro(x>sals 
— one to reduce injury to occu­ 
pants coming into contact with 
a car's interior after a crash, 
others requiring anchorages for 
seats and seat belts. 


A primary complaint was a 
lack of time to meet the pro­ 
posed standards. Auto makers 
traditionally require two years 
lead time from drawing board 
to mass production. 


The seven original proposals 
domestic 
manufacturers said 
they could meet immediately 
are: standard automatic trans­ 
mission sequence, motor-driven 
windshield wipers and washers 
and the amount of spacc the 
wipers should cover, leak-resist­ 
ant brake hoses, seat belt as­ 
semblies, elimination of knock­ 
off hubcaps and wheel covers, 
rupture - resistant fuel tanks an 
safety glass standards.

The island is noted as one of 
Uie last sanctuaries for large 
packs of wolves and herds of 
moMC. 


Arthur EUm«*, former head 
of the ccmservation department 
parks division and a member of 
the advisory comnussioo to the 
federri {danaers, said most con- 
aervataonists favor the federal 
planning. 


Heilman, who offered written 
testimony saying he was unable 
to attend because of legislative 
duties, had some reservations. 


“I cautkNi yoa not to make 
Isle Royale a green, beautiful 
unused desert by prohibtttnf its 
use to sudi an extent that it 
becomes unusable," Heilman 
said. 


Hiis seems to be the current 
trend of federal planning, he 
said, citing restricted use of 
Pictured Rocks, Sleeping Bear 
Dunes, Isle Royale, WoH River 
and National Park Lands. 


“It is unfair and prejudiced 
to ask the peofde of the Un>er 
Peninsula to hold their lands in 
abeyance, practically tax ftree. 


while the rest of the nation and 
the state enjoy prosperous ac­ 
tivities in manufacturing, busi­ 
ness, agriculture and Coney Is­ 
land type tourist pi'ofits,'* he 
sttdd. 


If the people of the Upper 
Peninsula are expected to main­

Reynolds and Dave Guard — 
who later left and was replaced 
by Stewart — captured the fan­ 
cy of the college crowd, espe­ 
cially with the record of “Tom 
Dooley.’* whicb aold three mU­ 
lion copies. 


Soon they were earning a mil­ 
lion dollars a year firom albums. 
TV. commercials and appar- 
ances. New folk singing acts 
qxrang up BU over and young 
Americans 
began 
thumping 
guMars and aineing **Across the 
Wide Missouri’* and “Where 
Have All the Flowers Gone.’* 


After singing “Tom Dooley” 
some three thousand times, the 
Kingston

the diet of sameness. 


“We felt that folk music was

(AP) — Richard 
Cardinal Cushing of Boston says 
he will retu-e to Latin America 
when he readies age 75, and 
expects no opposition to his 
plans.
